POLICE COMMITTEE 


TO ALL WATER USERS 


The following regulations have been adopted regarding 
the use of tap water and will! be strictly enforced: 


1. No provision is made for watering in the night as it is 
felt that water at this time is largely wasted as it is not effi- 
ciently distributed, 


2. All persons north of First Street North (King Motors) 
except those west of the Diagonal road (Columbia Avenue) 
may use sprayers between the hours of 6 a.m. and 2 p.m. 


3. All others may use sprayers between the hour of 6 a.m. 
and 6 p.m. (pressure is less in South and requires longer). 


4. One sprayer only is allowed to one service, open hose 
are prohibited, waste of water is prohibited. 


5. Any water service used contrary to these regulations will 
be shut off and a $10 penalty may be assessed. 


Regulations are effective immediately and continue during 
June, July and August.

1950 there was hauled 20,300 tons of 
produce and material.
